When fashion issues the decree 
that you must have a suit this 
spring, she does not, necessarily, 
mean a tailored suit, although, in 
a way, all suits are that. But the 
smart, plain, faultlessly-tailored sult 
is one thing, and the suit-costume, 
also faultlessly taflored, but cut in 
more intricate lines, is another 
thing. It becomes, in this amazing 
new mode, a decidedly intriguing 
thing, for it embodies all the fine 
details of both the dress and coat 
mode, profiting by the undoubted 
latitude they possess. 

It is our purpose to make only 
a brief reference to the suit cos- 
times that are an integral part of 
fashion, for the most Interesting 
fashion news lies in the informa- 
tive description of the tailleur. It 
is the tailleur that has longest been 
denied to the average woman, and 
in this, therefore, she is keenly 
interested.

But in essentials, the choice will 
be strictly Mmited, for only the 
severe little shape, sparsely trim- 
med, if trimmd at all, is permis- 
sable. Manipulation of the fabric 
are the best liked for trimming 
purposes. 

When it comes to shoes, the Ox- 
ford is important, holding much 
the same position in the footwear 
mode that felt holds in the hat 
mode, Patent leather, reptilian 
leather of some gort, or colored kid 
—as blue kid with the suit of navy 
—are the preferred materials. The 
heel will be the one that is ap- 
propriate to a walking shoe, for 
the tailored theme demands it. 
Hosiery may strike a note of con- 
trast, matching some other acces- 
sory—gloves or bag. 

Gloves shouli be pull-ons; there 
should be a fox skin scarf—-silver, 
pointed, cross; the tailored bag is 
imperative; and smaller details, 
like kerchief or boutonniers should 
be simple, but effective. 
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with a hem-length coat. 


The Newly Adapted Tailleur 


Flattering in their differentness 
from the tailored suits we have 
known in the past, the new ver- 
sions of the tallleur follow the lines 
of the new silhouette. This silhou- 
ette has a tendency to outline the 
figure a bit, but does not depart 
from straightness in the process. 
It has something of looseness, 
which {s, always, becoming; and 
possesses the supp'‘eness that 1s 
characteristic of this latest mode. 
Its final effect is achieved by sub- 
tlety of detail. 

Beginning with fabrics, as the 
designer {a bound to do, we find 
that a deal of stress is put upon 
navy blue twill, and after that, 
black twill. Nothing tallors more 
exquisitely—-many claim that noth- 
ing tailors as well. There are more 
twill suits than there are suits of 
any other one fabric—it would be 
exaggerating very little to say that 
they outnumber all the others. In 
due order, after twill, we have the 
mannish gultings; jersey, tweed and 
homespun; and the novelty fabrics. 

Mention must be made of the 
compose suit that brings the com- 
bination of short coat in plain 
color, worn with a skirt of Oxford 
gray suiting in mannish stripes. 
Plain colored coats are also worn 
with plaid skirts, a most effective 
combination. But if there is va- 
riety in the material of which these 
sults are made, there is also variety 
in the styling of even the most 
strictly tailored, most mannish type 
of the tailleur. 


Styles Are Distinctly Different 


In general, the taiieur features 
the short coat and the short skirt, 
but some leeway is permitted. Few 
women can wear a coat that reaches 
just to the hip, so there is a com- 
paratively wide range in the matter 
of length, and some of the models 
have coats consideraLly longer, The 
question of becomingness is an- 
swered by variety in the way the 
coat fastens—it may be single or 
double breasted, or it may close 
with a link button. 

The tailored suit mode makes 
much of bindings— of the skirt 
fabrics; of satin; of braid. Velvet 
or satin collars provide detail; and 
the waistcoat is a feature much 
stressed. Skirts are wrap-around, 
Pleated, plain, and as short as you 
can wear them with becomingness, 
But the most surprising thing about 
this tailored mode is the fact that 
there is a noticeable relaxation in 
both lines and details, so that fea. 
tures hitherto barred from use are 
now permitted. 

The jacket that resembles a man's 
dinner coat appears in some of the 
models; there are coats without 
collars and with just the faintest 
suspicion of a blouse; and details 
of trimming strike a note of the 
unusual. Seams are covered with 
stitched-down bands; pleats on the 
skirt are stitched part of the way 
down and pockets are finished 
with stitched straps. There is al- 
most a vogue for the suit made up 
0: double breasted coat and wrap- 
around skirt, 
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Suita In The New Manner 


Tallored, but anything but severe, 
the youthful suit of wool has @ 
loose jacket that fastens at the 
neck only, and is worn over & belt- 
ed biouse of crepe, this fabric used 
to cuff the sleeves of the jacket. 
There are patch pockets of em- 
broidery in the exact tone of the 
blouse—it is practically impossible 
to get away from compose effects. 
The skirt is box-pleated in front, 
the blouse boasts an utterly fem!- 
nine jabot, and a wholly masculine 
belt. 

The model carried out {n satin 
finds black and white to its liking 
—so many models do. The skirt is 
wrap-around, and even goes 80 far 
as to adopt the horizontal Ine 
trimming that designers use 80 
much. The jacket is little short 
of frivolous in its effect, though 
really extremely simple in cut. Full 
half of the suit {s the blouse, which 
appears, in waistcoat fashion, in 
front; collars the coat; and finishes 
the sleeves, which strikes &@ new 
note-——they are three - quarters 
length. 

A Clever Use Of Trimming 


In the two-piece jacket sult that 
{a made up of dress and Jacket, we 
are introduced to a novel use of 
fringes, the only trimming per- 
mitted; the only trimming needed. 
The model ts a matter of lines, and 
they are drawn with fringe. The 
dress is very straight, blousing a 
bit above the belt, and the jacket 
refuses to fasten at all. The exact 
apportionment of black and white 
makes for slenderness, and the ap- 
plication of the fringe adds to that 
effect. 

Another dress and jacket sult re- 
minds us of the approach of sum- 
mer, for it is developed in a sum- 


mer allk. We shall see much of 
Rajah, pongee and Shantung —at 
least, we hope the signs point truly 


—and one can conceive of many 
uses to which a suit of this type 
could be put Note the fine details 
of collar, pocket, tie and belt; of 
link buttons at the wrists; of in- 
verted pleats in the skirt. An un- 
usually attractive version of the 
tailleur! 
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DID YOU KNOW-— 


HAT there are several color 
C combinations being stressed just
